RATES TO BE ADVANCED. 


Railroads Decide to Increasa Freight 
Tariffs. 
Louisville, 
Ky.,

18.—That 
freight rates should be advanced ir 
the 
territory

which takes in all the territory south 
of the Ohio river and east of the Mis 
sissippi river, was decided on at ihe 
meeting of the executive officers ol 
all ol the railroad systems interested 
which closed here.

This rest has

the pulpit last March he came.

a couple of m onths’ work his physicians 
advised him th at his health would per­ 
mit the acceptance of the call to come 
into the Presbyterian church and un­ 
dertake 
the 
perm anent 
pastorate, 
which call had been extended unani­ 
mously by the church of which he is 
now the p asto r.”

Care of Milk

poured the milk into a stone jar at a 
Brainerd home a few days ago,

paper telling people how to keep milk. 
They blame the milk man when the 
fault is th at they have not properly 
cared for the milk and dishes. 
You 
have less trouble keeping milk sweet 
in a cellar than some do in a refriger­ 
ato r,” 
The w riter promised to do as 
he asked and will throw out a few sug- 
I gestions. 
Few people realize how hard it is to 
keep the dishes in which milk stands 
from getting sour. 
All utensils should 
1 first be washed in cold w ater. 
L u k e-1 
warm or hot w ater will sour any parti- 
i cles of milk which adhere to the dish. 
A fter thoroughly washed, scald the 
dishes in boiling w ater, leiting them 
and 1 
boil if possible. 
Then set in the air; 
where the direct sunlight will strike 
them if it can be done. 
Throw away the old tin dishes and 
get a few good crocks or jars. 
They s 
are not only much easier to keep clean, 
but will keep the milk much cooler. 
Milk kept in a stone jar on the bottom 
of a cool, well ventilated cellar will 
! keep sweet even longer than in the 
average refrigerator, especially if the 
refrigerator is not well ventilated nor 
kept perfectly sweet.

Milk will sour much more quickly in 
muggy w eather and 
electricity has 
much effect on it. 
A severe thunder 
storm will sometimes curdle milk which 
but a few hours old, and will sour

teams entered in the tug of war, made I 
up of the police of the city of Lon­ 
don, 'Liverpool and the metropolitan 
forces. 
The drawings brought the 
American and Liverpool teams into 
the arena first. 
The Amerioans all 
wore ordinary street shoes, complying 
with the rule which says: 
“No com­ 
petitor shall wear prepared boots or 


shoes with any projecting nails, tips, 
sprigs, points, hollows or projections j 
of any kind. 
No competitor 
shall 
make any hole in the ground with his 
feet or in any other way before the j 
start.” 
Upon the Liverpool police appear- j 
ing It was noticed that they were , 
wearing enormous shoes that could 
not by any stretch of imagination be 
called ordinary shoes, which had steel I 
rims around the heels. 
Matthew P. Halpin immediately en­ 
tered a protest, but he was told that 
the shoes were those ordinarily worn 
by Liverpool policemen. 
Mr. Halpin 
finally decided to go on with the first 
pull In or<fer to snow how unfairly 
the Americans were being treated. 
The Americans made no effort and 
were promptly pulled across the line. 
Manager Halpin 
then 
announced 1 
that the American team would not 
continue unless the rule was adhered 
to and his protest being ignored his 
men marched off the grounds. 
Protest Not Allowed.

James E. Sullivan, the American com- j 
naissioner, proffered a formal protest j 
to the British Olympic association, i 
who turned it over to the Amateur 
Athletic association. 
As the officials 
already had decided in favor of their 
own team, the protest of course was 
mot allowed. 
The members of the American com- j 
mittee, the American athletes and ev- | 
erybody connected with the team are , 
thoroughly disgusted and almost dis­ 
heartened, but are going to light it 
tu t to the end. 
The afternoon opened with the final 
heat of the ten-mile walk, in which 
G. E. Lam er of England established 
a new record of I hour, 15 minutes, 
87 1-8 seconds and the United King­ 
dom added another point to her wins 
and nine to her field and track events. 
In the semi-final in the fancy diving 
competition, George W. Gaidzig of the 
Chicago Athletic association won his 
heat by a handsome margin.

business, is the opinion of J. T. Hara­ 
han, president of the Illinois Central 
railroad, who arrived here on the 
steamer Mauretania after a vacation 
trip to Europe. 
James J. Hill, chairman of the 
Great Northern railroad, is of the 
opinion that the only solution of the 
financial problem that confronts the 
railroads is an increase in freight 
rates. 
Mr. Hill is strongly opposed 
to a cut in wages as a means of in­ 
creasing the net earnings of railroads. 
ML Hill. who has 
just 
returned 
froni a fishing trip in Canada, made 
the following statement: 
“p ie r? is j o 
alternative but to 
raise rates. 
The credit of the rail­ 
roads has been seriously impaired. 
The way to enhance credit Ie to in­ 
crease rates. 
“Wages should not be cut. Efficient 
labor is essential to successful opera­ 
tion. 
Railroad employes have pecu­ 
liar responsibilities. 
They have to 
meet a hard test. 
They should get 
fair recompense. 
Cut wages IO per 
cent and the man who got $15 last 
week gets $13.50 this week. It is the 
difference between meat and no meat. 
“Freight rates in th!* country are 
low beyond 
comparison. 
Receiving 
but one-half and even one-third of 
rates received in European countries, 
the 
wages paid railroad 
employes 
here average IOO per cent 
higher 
than those paid in Europe.”

Care of Milk 
“ Say," remarked the milkman as he 
poured the milk into a stone jar at a 
Brainerd home a few days ago, “ I 
wish you would put some thing into the 
paper telling people how to keep milk. 
They blame the milk man when the 
fault is that they have not properly 
cared for the milk and dishes. 
You 
have less trouble keeping milk sweet 
in a cellar than some do in a refriger­ 
ator," The writer promised to do as 
he asked and will throw out a few sug­ 
gestions. 
Few people realize how hard it is to 
keep the dishes in which milk stands 
from getting sour. All utensils should 
first be washed in cold water. 
Luke­ 
warm or hot water will sour any parti­ 
cles of milk which adhere to the dish. 
After thoroughly washed, scald the 
dishes in boiling water, letting them 
set in a pan or kettle on the stove and 
boil if possible. Then set in the air; 
where the direct sunlight will strike 
them if it can be done. 
Throw away the old tin dishes and 
get a few good crocks or jars. They 
are not only much easier to keep clean, 
but will keep the milk much cooler. 
Milk kept in a stone jar on the bottom 
of a cool, well ventilated cellar will j 
keep sweet even longer than in the j 
average refrigerator, especially if the 
! refrigerator is not well ventilated nor 


I kept perfectly sweet. 
! 
Milk will sour much more quickly in 
muggy weather and electricity has 
| much effect on it. A severe thunder 
I storm will sometimes curdle milk which 
I is but a few hours old, and will sour 
i much more quickly if it is disturbed. 
Just watch the milk dishes and keep 
them sweet and keep the milk on the 
bottom of the cellar, refrigerator or 
cupboard and see if you do not have 
less reason to complain of the milkman.
